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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by Bruck et al (US 
2003/0017086). Bruck et al (US 2003/0017086) discloses a heat storage apparatus 
comprising a heat storage accommodation cell 10 with a spiral heat storage material 2 
therein. See Fig. 6. Spiral fluid passageways defined by bulkheads are disposed 
adjacent the heat storage material spirals to transfer heat to the fluid flowing therepast. 
According to Paras. 0030, 0059, and 0060, the heat storage material 2 is electrically 
heated. See also Figs. 4 and 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/16/04 have been considered but are not deemed 
to be persuasive. Applicant argues that Bruck et al ("Bruck") allegedly does not disclose 
spiral passageways as claimed, but rather longitudinal passageways. Remarks, P. 4. 
The examiner, however, respectfully disagrees. Although Bruck utilizes corrugations 
within each passageway as shown in the detail of Fig. 6, Bruck's overall spiral 
orientation of each fluid passageway fully meets the claim limitation that the "fluid 
passageway[s] are put in a spiral configuration" given the limitation's broadest 
reasonable interpretation. 

During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification." Applicant always has the 
opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the 
examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more 
broadly than is justified. In re Prater . 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 
(CCPA 1969). One must bear in mind that, especially in nonchemical cases, the words 
in a claim are generally not limited in their meaning by what is shown or disclosed in the 
specification. It is only when the specification provides definitions for terms appearing in 
the claims that the specification can be used in interpreting claim language. In re Voqel . 
422 F.2d 438, 441, 164 USPQ 619, 622 (CCPA 1970). 

Here, although corrugations exist within each spiral passageway in Fig. 6, the 
passageways nonetheless have an overall spiral orientation . In short, the scope and 
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breadth of the claim language that merely requires an fluid passageway "put in a spiral 
configuration" does not preclude the overall spiral passageway configuration of Bruck. 
The claim is fully met and the rejection is proper.
